The Alabama Baptist 
Convention operates a very suc- 


cessful and effective ministry of. 


feeding disaster victims around 
the world. During the past 
weekend and into Tuesday of 
this week volunteers from 
around the state were staging 
units of their disaster relief team 
at the New Brockton Farm 
Center waiting for Hurricane 
Frances to pass. Once the storm 
has passed this group will be 
assigned to a key location in the 


disaster area where they will

Association State Volunteer 
Coordinator Larry Murphy of 
Enterprise. 

When preparing to give assis- 
tance, the volunteers have no 
idea where they will be 
assigned. In this situation they 
were waiting to first be sure 
their services were not needed 
by some Alabama community. 


Once it was determined this 


would be unnecessary they 
expected to be dispatched to one 
of the many places damaged by 
the hurricane in Florida or 


maybe Georgia. 

The unit and many of the 
same volunteers have just 
returned from feeding relief 
workers in Florida involved in 
helping victims of Hurricane 
Charley. On that mission they 
served a total of 46,000 meals in 
15 days. 

The semi trailer pictured 
above should be recognized in 
Elba, as it has been on site in 
Elba feeding flood victims. 

In addition to this cooking 
and serving van, there are small- 
er units which carry support 
SqUIPMnen, one equipped with a 


loaded with enough food to serve 20,000 complete meals in the disaster area.

Coffee County Schools rank second in 
state on meeting accountability goals

The Coffee County Board of 
Education held its regular 
monthly meeting Thursday 
evening, Sept. 2, and superin- 
tendent Dr. Linda Ingram took 
advantage of an opportunity to 
brag on the school system. 

Ingram said she was very 
happy to report that the Coffee 
County School System placed 
second in the state in regards to 
meeting accountability goals. 
She said this is proof that the 
school system is doing the 
things asked of it. 

“We've met those goals that 
were set forth for us,” Ingram 
said. 

The superintendent also took 
time during the meeting to thank 
several people involved with 
bus accident which occurred 
Monday, Aug. 30, on Highway 
87, 

Ingram said the bus driver, 
James Hataway, realized his bus 
was going to be hit from behind 
and had the presence of mind to 
keep the bus moving rather than 
hit the brakes, She said his quick 
thinking and good driving most 
likely kept the accident from 
being any worse than it was, and 
she felt he should be commend- 
ed for the good job in which he 
did, 

Ingram also thanked the 
emergency personnel that 
responded quickly to the scene 
of the accident including the 
Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department, Coffee County 
EMS and Goodman Fire 
Department. 

Board members voted to 


approve the school system's ° 


capital plan. Ingram said the 


good thing about this plan is that 
it can be reviewed and changed 
at any time. 

Some of the projects dis- 
cussed for the plan were the roof 
of the vocational building at 
New Brockton High School, 
improvements to the outside of 
the older building at New 
Brockton, the roof at Kinston 
Elementary School, the roof of 


the field house at Zion Chapel ° 


High School, improvements for 
the New Brockton Elementary 
School gym, repairs to a small 
place on the roof at New 


Brockton Elementary School 
and the paving of the parking lot 
at Kinston High School. 

Board members also voted to 
approve a land lease at Zion 
Chapel for the school’s off-site 
sewage disposal system, 

Ingram said the health depart- 
ment has approved plans for the 
system, and the school will lease 
5.51 acres of land from the 
Annabelle Wilkes family trust. 
Ingram said the entire 5.51 acres 
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Area Happenings 
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steam cleaner, (wo 40 gallon 
steam kettles with tables and a 
hot water heater; one equipped 
with six showers, two hot water 
heaters, washing machine and 
dryer and one of several water 
purification units the group uti- 
lizes. Still another trailer serves 
as an independent communica- 
tions unit which can’ operate

When these units initially set 
up in some disaster area they 
will have with them enough 
food to prepare 40,000 hot 
meals. They are equipped to 
serve up to 10,000 meals a day. 
In some cases where they have 
thé room the volunteers are even 
equipped to deliver the meals to 
motorist... ."just visit our drive 
thru’. 

These trailers are manned by 
an all volunteer staff, 50% have 
specialized training for this 
work and the other 50% are 
bankers, housewives, retirees, 
etc,, who make the trips and 
learn from those with the formal 
training. 


Cliff McMahan * of 


’ Birmingham, is retired and has 


served with the disaster feeding 
ministry literally around the 
world. He also designs and con- 
structs much of the specialized 
equipment needed for the mas- 
sive relief work of the group. 
Monday morning he was check- 
ing the operating condition of 
generators and going-4hrough- 
his checklist of needed items to 
ensure they had everything that 
was needed. On Sunday 
McMahan had driven to Elba to 
see how things looked when 
back to normal. He spent time 
here serving meals to flood vic- 
ums following the 1998 flood. 

Floyd Morrow, of Elba, who 
also actively supports this vol- 
unteer ministry, said of 
McMahan, “Every time | show 
up to help at one of these disas- 
ter feeding units, Cliff is already 
there working away.”

Dorsey employees eligible 
for extended pay benefits 


Current and former employees 
of Dorsey Trailers, Flatbed 
Division, in Elba may be eligible 
for benefits’ under the federal 
Trade Act Ofey 2002, 
Approximately 300 employees 
from the plant that remains open 
may qualify for benefits, 

“A petition field on behalf if 
Dorsey Trailers workers was cer- 
tified by-the. U.S, Department of 
Labor on August 20,2004,” says 
Phyllis Kennedy, director of the 
Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations. 


The'U.S, Department of Labor , 


found that workers, employed in 
the production of flatbed ‘trailers, 


may have become unemployed as ’ 


a result of increased imports. The 
petition covers periods of unem- 
ployment occurring on or after 
July 20, 2003, and before the ter- 
mination date of August 20, 2006. 

Under the Trade Act of 2002, 
displaced workers may be eligible 


for subsidized vocational training, 
job search assistance, relocation 
allowances, and the. Heath 
Coverage Tax Credit (HCTC), 
Additional information on the 
HCTC is available by calling toll- 
free, 1-866-628-HCTC (4282), 
If workers have exhausted their 


’ cash benefits under other state and 


federal unemployment compen- 
station programs) they could be 
eligible for additional weekly 
payments equivalent to the 
amount they were receiving under 
other programs. In order to 
receive Trade Readjustment 
Allowance benefits, workers must 
be enrolled in training eight 
weeks after the certification date 
or 16 weeks after their last quali- 
fying separation. A waiver of the 
training requirement must be 
granted by the Alabama State

Marie Brantley, age 95, who 
has lived in her home just south 
of Campbellton on Hwy. 231 for 
over 60 years, was in the back 
part of the house when the truck 
crashed into it, 

According to the Florida 
Highway Patrol repert, the crash 
occurred at approximately 2:00 
p.m,, When the 2000 Volvo trac- 
tor trailer was northbound on U, 


S. Hwy. 231. Jimmy R, 
Guilford, age 47, of Elba, 
Alabama, driver of the truck, 
apparently blacked out causing 
his semi to go off the right side 
of the roadway, striking a stop 
sign, continuing into a ditch and 
striking a culvert. The truck then 
crashed into the house, shearing 
off the porch and front part of 
the house, and came to a stop 
when it hit a large pine tree just 
beside the house. 

Guilford was airlifted by an 
Air Heart Helicopter to Flowers 
Hospital in Dothan. According 


to the FHP report Guilford had 
only moderate injuries. he was 
later discharged and family 
members described his injuries 
as three broken ribs and numer- 
ous cuts and bruises around his 
head and on his arms, 

Approximately $60,000 
worth of damage was done to 
the home, while the tractor was 
totaled and the trailer had 
approximately $6,000 worth of 
damage, 

Florida Highway Patrol 
Trooper E.D. Whiddon investi- 
gated the crash.

I don't really believe in moral victories, but Friday night’s loss to

Fishing With 
Cut Bait 


Anyone who has fished in salt water has fished with cut bait. Cut 
bait is simply cutting ‘up a whole fish, squid of whatever into pieces 
rather than using the whole fish. 

Cut bait is used primarily for bottom fishing in salt water. Many 
large fish, both saltwater and fresh water species prowl the bottom 
picking up dead baitfish. The number of saltwater species that can 
be caught on cut bait is too numerous to mention. In fresh water 
more catfish are caught with cut bait, but large strippers and hybrids 

- will readily accept cut bait. 

A few years ago I stopped at a public launch on the Coosa River 
just as an elderly fisherman was tying his boat down. I casually 
walked over to make conversation and was astonished at the pile of 
catfish in the bottom of his boat. Several were in the twenty-pound 
plus range. The first time I asked him what kind of bait he was 
using he just changed the subject and didn’t answer. After talking 
for a while I ask him again. He paused and said, “You live around 
here, sonny? “No sir” I answered, “I’m from south Alabama.” Ok, 
since you ain’t from round here, I'll tell you-it’s cut bait. 

After quizzing the gentlemen, he told me he had tried all the 
commercial cheese and blood baits with some success, but he now 
fished exclusively with cut bait year round. “There is just some- 
thing about the natural juices that come from cut up fish that attract 
the fish that eat them,” he said. 

He said he sometimes froze cut bait in order to have bait when he 
had a hard time finding fresh threadfin or gizzard shad, but given a 
choice he had much rather have fresh baitfish to cut up. “The fresh- 
er the better, I like to catch my baitfish and immediately go bait up 
my bush hooks and trotlines, If [am having an easy ime finding 
bait, | won't bait with fish I caught this morning in the afternoon. | 
go and catch some more fresh bait,” he said. pis ; 

My newfound friend said he caught a lot of big catfish using only 
the head-of a baitfish. He also scaled and filleted what was left. He 
said he made shallow cuts on the scale side to release more odors to 
attract feeding fish. ; 

Cut bait is good bait anywhere bottom feeders swim, but it can be 
exceptionally good bait when fishing below dams. Purbines chop 
up baitfish by the thousands.’ Fisherman waiting below the dam and 
fishing With cut bait usually do well when they turn the turbines on. 
“ In a pinch cut bait can even be used for panfish. I ran out of 
worms on a bluegill bed once, | filleted a blue gill into thin strips, 
baited and jiggled the pole. They didn’t bite as fast, but we filled 
our limit with our improvised bait.

Dove season is fast 
approaching for South 
Alabama hunters 


With dove hunting season 
upon us, the Alabama 
Department of Conservation and 
Natural Resources reminds 
hunters that fields must meet 
certain guidelines to be consid- 
ered legal for hunting. 

The North Zone split season is 
September 11 through October 
2; October 30 through 
November 20; and December 18 
through January 2. The South 
Zone split season is October 9 
through November 6; November 
24 through November 28, and 
December 11 through January 
15.. Except for opening day 
when hunting begins at noon, 
the shooting hours are one-half 
hour before sunrise until sunset 
in both zones. 

The following information 
should clarify any issues con- 
ceming dove fields, and help 
avoid problems which may 
result from improperly prepared 
fields. 

Hunting over harvested or 
manipulated standing crops is a 
legal method of hunting doves. 
In fact, hunting over harvested 
or manipulated standing crops 
may provide excellent dove 
hunting over a longer period of 
time than is provided by a small 
grain planting. Doves are 
attracted to areas that have abun- 
dant seed or grains. Standing 
crops such as browntop millet, 
dove proso millet and peredovik 
sunflower are highly preferred 
foods and may be manipulated 
by mowing, raking, disking, or 
burning, 

Federal migratory bird hunt- 
ing regulations use the recom- 
mendations of the Cooperative 
Extension System state special- 
ists to determine what consti- 
tutes a normal agricultural plant- 
ing.

The Elba Tigers staged a furi- 
ous second half rally in an 
atterfipt to erase a 24-point third 
quarter deficit, but fell just inch- 
es short of the first down mark- 
er inside the Cottonwood 5- 
yardline with :07 left on the 
clock as they fell to 0-2 on the 
season with a wild 36-32 loss to 
the Bears, Friday night in Elba. 

Cottonwood received the 
opening kick off and stunned

This city began around 1840. 
A ferry had been started across 
the Pea River thus beginning the 
town's first name, Bridgeville 

In 1850, the town's name was 
changed to Bentonville in honor 
of a Missourian who had distin- 
guished himself in service to 
Alabama in the Creek War of 
1814. 

A town, meeting was held in 
Dec. 1851 and all present were 
allowed to put their idea for a 
name:in a large top hat. Mr. 
Simmons had been reading @ 
biography of Napoleon 
Bonaparte, who was exiled to the 
island of Elba, so he entered this 
name and it was drawn. The 
name. was officially recognized 
early in 1852 when the State 
Legislature established a voung 
precinct including Elba. 

The same year, Elba was 
selected to be the county seat of 
Coffee County by @ countywide 
¢lection. In May 1853, .with a 
population of over 20 people, 
Elba elected to become incorpo 
rated. ' 
Elba's school system consists 
of an elementary schoo! (K-6) 
and high school (7-12).
